The present board of directors was elected at the last annual 
meeting, February 21, 1907, to the management of a company with 
a depleted treasury, credit destroyed, practically no cash on hand 
($1.: «:.73) ; outstanding accounts long past due, and the stock of 


supplies and material on hand so low that many of the mills were 
forced to close. 

Your company’s treasuty securities, including $889,000 general 
mortgage 6 per cent. bonds, and you company’s equity in the stock 
of the American Straw Board Company, by a vote of the former 
directors, under date of January 5, 1907, had been delivered to 
Mr. O. C. Barber. 

Notwithstanding your ownership in the control of the American 
Straw Board Company, Mr. Barber and his associates by voting 
your stock had just previously installed themsélves in the di- 
rectory of the American Straw Board Company as your repre- 
sentatives for one, two and three year terms. Mr. Barber refused 
to relinquish control of the Straw Board Company, or to surrender 
the treasury securities of the company, unless your directors would 
purchase his holdings in the stock of the American Straw Board 
Company, sign a general release for the former officers and di- 
rectors of the company, and unless the protective committee would 
issue to stockholders a letter “retracting and withdrawing all 
charges and reflections upon the business methods of Mr. Barber.” 
The critical financial condition of your company made the return 
of your treasury securities and the control of the American Straw 
Board Company absolutely necessary, and your directors were 
therefore compelled after mature deliberation to comply with Mr. 
Barber’s demands. This detailed statement of the circumstances 
surrounding the settlement with Mr. O. C. Barber is made in 
justice to the directors and the members of the protective com- 
mittee. 

REDUCTION IN ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES. 


In addition to assuming an indebtedness which the former man- 
agement claimed to be a burden for them to carry, your directors 
were forced, through the purchase of the American Straw Board 
Company’s stock from Mr. O. C. Barber and others, to add to the 
company’s floating indebtedness to the amount of $350,000. The 
notes given Mr. Barber and others in payment, for American 
Straw Board Company’s stock came due and were paid in full 
January 15, 1908. It gives the officers pleasure to state that this 
entire indebtedness, while larger than the year before, was carried 
at a saving in “interest charges” of $15,829.13, as compared with 
1906, notwithstanding the higher rates for money which prevailed 
during the past year. : 

Salaries of officers and heads of departments show a reduction 
of $32,805.43. The “dead mill expense” was reduced * $23,752.32. 
This was accomplished through the sale of dismantled properties, 
and by placing in operation some of the idle plants. 


Bonps AND MortTGAGEs. 

You will note from the statement that there has been a reduc- 
tion in bonds and mortgages of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company of $216,000. In addition to this $68,000 of the first mort- 
gage bonds of the American Straw Board Company and a mort- 
gage of $100,000 of the Uncas Paper Company have been retired, 
making a total reduction of mortgage indebtedness on the several 
properties of $384,000.

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WATER STORAGE FAVORED. 


The New York Commission in Its Report to the Legislature 
Strongly Favors the Conservation of Waters Now Going to 
Waste—Big Saving to State by Turning Power Into Money. 


Apany N. Y., February 17, 1908.—The annual report of the 
State Water Supply Commission has been submitted to the Legis- 
lature. It embraces a “progress report” on the question of water 
powers that may be owned and controlled by the State. 

The report states that excluding Niagara and the St. Lawrence, 
the rivers of New York with proper storage of their flood waters 
are capable of furnishing at least 1,000,000 horse power for indus- 
trial purposes, and that more than half of this is annually allowed 
to run to waste because no well devised and comprehensive plan 
for the development of its water powers has yet been undertaken by 
the State. At a low estimate the annual earning capacity of this 
wasted energy is over $6,000,000, without reference to the saving 
of $1,000,000 per year from flood damages which would result from 
the equalization of the flow of the rivers. 

The commission states that nearly all the most desirable water 
powers in the State, except those along the boundary rivers, have 
been purchased by private interests, and it advocates the construc- 
tion by the State of storage dams in available points. 

The report pays particular attention to the value of the Sacandaga 
River as a source of power, and says a dam can be built at Conkling- 
ville, in the foothills of the Adirondacks, that will produce 50,000 
horse power of energy, and that this dam would increase the pres- 
ent available water power at sites lower down the Hudson by 70,000 
horse power during the six dry months of the year, and would 
submerge the Sacandagg valley for a distance of thirty miles, cover- 
ing nearly a dozen villages, and about four miles of the Fonda, 
Johnstown & Gloversville Railroad. 

The report calls particular attention to the possibilities of the 
Genesee River as a power proposition, and says that the construc- 
tion of a storage dam at Portageville would flood an area of fifteen 
miles up the river and form a lake as large as Canandaigua or 
Skaneateles lake, storing 18,000,000,000 cubic feet of water, per- 
mitting a gross development of 32,000 horse power, and increasing 
by 14,000 the actual horse power now developed at Rochester, pro- 
ducing an annual income, at $12 per horse power per year, of over 
$500,000. 

Reference is made to the possibilities of the Racquette River as a 
source of power, and to the advisability of having a conference 
upon the question of the control and utilization of the flood waters 
of the Delaware River with the States of New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania, as the Delaware is a boundary or interstate river. 

The report on water supplies calls attention to the growing ne- 
cessity of “employing drastic measures in connection with a care- 
ful and far-seeing policy to prevent further contamination of the 
lakes and streams of the State.” It states that the new source of 
supply for New York City in the Catskills will meet the growth 
of its population for only about twenty years, and that New York 
will then have to go to the Hudson River, probably, for an additional 
supply, and for this reason efforts should at once be instituted to 
prevent the pollution of the Hudson. 


Is West Virginia after Western Mills ? 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., February 17, 1908.—There has been some talk 
hereabouts lately concerning the prospect of additions being made 
in the West to the group of book mills that have within recent 
time passed into the hands of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company. Representatives of this company visited the Fox River 


valley a few months ago and had conferences with some of the 
manufacturers here. 


What the conferences amounted to is not

to $360,166.42, as compared with $238,001.81 during 1906. The 
entire amount spent in this way during 1907 has been charged 
out to profit and loss, and has resulted in an increased daily ca- 
pacity amounting to 115 tons. 

The mill at Wilmington, Ill, has been improved with an addi- 
tional machine, new building, etc., at an expense of $200,000. This 
mill will have an increased tonnage of 25 tons per day, making 
a total increase in the daily capacity of 140 tons. 

Your directors are hopeful that in the near future the demand 
for our product will increase sufficiently to justify the necessary 
expense in rehabilitating more of our mills which have hitherto 
been idle. The expense necessary to carry out this plan would be 
small in proportion to the value of the properties, and would largely 
increase the company’s output. 

We have charged off against surplus $89,793.05, covering doubt- 
ful accounts, old claims and depreciation on personal property 
and supplies, which stood on the books when the present manage- 
ment assumed control. The present “accounts receivable” repre- 
sent current accounts, and the “merchandise and supplies” have 
been reduced to cost. 

EARNINGS. 

The profits of the United Box Board and Paper Company and 
subsidiary companies for 1907 are equivalent to 6 per cent. earned 
on the outstanding preferred stock, as against 4 per cent. during 
1906. The increased earnings during the year 1907 are due to re- 
duced administration expenses and a larger volume of business. 
All raw material has advanced and the manufacturing profit, per 
ton, was smaller in 1907 than in 1906. 

CapiraL Stock. 

The company has purchased during the year several thousand 
shares of its common stock, and your directors recommend that 
$1,967,400 of the common stock now in the treasury of the company 
be retired, thus reducing the total authorized capital stock from 
$28,967,400 to $27,000,000. 

FINANCES, 

Your officers are pleased to report that the improved financial 
standing and credit of your company made it possible for your 
mills to operate without inconvenience during the financial dis- 
turbances of last fall, and we manufactured in November the larg- 
est monthly tonnage of the year. 

In addition to increasing your investment in the American Straw 
Board Company, reducing your mortgage indebtedness, and 
the amount spent on the mills, the company has added $217,669.43 
to working capital during the year. 

Had the stockholders complied with the plan submitted to them 
by the present officers in April of 1907, and purchased the amount 
of bonds then in the treasury, a dividend on the preferred stock 
might be conservatively considered at this time. 

Your directors believe, however, that the policy of strengthening 
the financial condition of the company should be continued.

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Reports from the Leading Paper Centres Show Trade to Be 
Gradually But Slowly Increasing in Volume—While the 
Jobbing Trade Improves Some of the Mills Are Closed. 


Slowly but surely trade in the New York market is increasing, 
and the outlook for a good seasonable demand on all grades of 


paper for spring consumption seems most favorable. Under the 
influence of an expanding demand a larger activity extending to 
practically all grades of paper has been noted. Business in all 
wholesale and retail lines outside of the paper business is moving 
somewhat irregularly, due to weather conditions and other causes, 
the latter being an aftermath of the so called general business 
panic of the past few months. In view of the irregularity in buying 
among interests which are large consumers of paper, there may 
be just grounds for the statements of some dealers who complain 
of sales being somewhat erratic. Other jobbers have noticed that 
sales are steadily gaining. As a whole the average movement of 
supplies shows considerable improvement over a week ago. Out- 
side of New York the paper business appears to be recovering 
more rapidly; but this is not an unusual circumstance, as this city, 
it must be remembered, was the source of the recent financial 
disturbances, and for that reason buiness in general in New York 
probably suffered more than in other parts of the country. In 
the jobbing trade the demand was reported as slightly more active, 
wrapping papers, especially, being much stronger. The general 
tone of the market covering the other grades of paper is much 
better under the stimulating effects of a gradual return to more 
normal conditions. Small dealers are inclined to buy more lib- 
erally, but the average consumer is not anxious to cover more 
than his immediate requirements. Consumers, however, both large 
and small, are repeating their orders for immediate consumption 
more frequently, which indicates that business with them is grow- 
ing, and that they have practically no reserve stocks to draw upon. 
While stocks with the dealers have been larger than was at first 
believed, still these are being cleaned out very rapidly. In some 
quarters they are quite low, and at best they are only of moderate 
volume. Some jobbers, in order to reduce their supplies on those 
dines which they are carrying the most of, are making slight price 
concessions. Dealers in book papers seem to be the principal ones 
following this policy. At the local offices of manufacturers and 
mill representatives business was reported as somewhat better than 
during the past week. While some mills are shutting down and 


others starting up, and with part time operations the general rule,’ 


still no one in the manufacturing branch of the industry has lost 
any of his previous optimism. The whole strength of the market 
is based upon the fact that stocks with the mills, the jobber and 
the consumer are very light, and with the demand improving it is 
only natural that a steady market with firm prices should prevail. 





‘Somewhat Better” at Holyoke.

There is little change in the condition of trade over that reported 
last week. Business seems to be somewhat better, if there is any 
change, but the mills can care for more orders without seriously 
overworking or causing any hot boxes. All of the mills continue 
to run, although very few of them are running all of their machin- 
ery. In some mills having more than one machine only one is 
running, and in others two. Those that are running three are 
very fortunate. 

It is reported that conditions are much brighter in many mills 
than they were last week and that the volume of orders is much 
more like it should be. There has been little or no complaint on 
the part of manufacturers, and operatives are for the most part 


to do so, and in the main the “vacations” are about evenly divided, 


Larger receipts of raw materials are reported than for some 
weeks, which would indicate either that business is much better or 
that the stocks have run so low that they must be replenished. 

It is believed that trade is slowly regaining its lost ground, and 
mill men are hopeful that March will witness an average. amount 


of trade, At present the mills are running on orders being received 


and adding to rhe stocks on hand as is deemed advisable. Ferry. 





A Little Better Feeling in Boston.

No material change is to be noted in the paper trade situation of 
New England since last reported. A sporadic activity is notice- 
able in various sections, according to advices, but the general 
status of the market is still one in which the seller importunes the 
buyer, although the task of the former seems to be getting less 
arduous, and he meets with more success in the booking of con- 
tracts. The recent depression may be said to be practically a thing 
of the past, but still the swing of the pendulum has started slowly, 
and it will be a few weeks before it has gathered sufficient mo- 
mentum to satisfy everybody with the paper trade. 

Echoes from the paper stock market are not quite so gratifying. 
There appears to be only a minimum demand for paper stock 
except for speculative purposes. Buyers are placing no orders 
unless at bargain prices, and where a large contract is made the 
stock is not for immediate consumption but for future use, the 
buyer taking advantage of quotations to realize a profit when 
values have increased. It is stated that the shrinkage of values 
in paper stock amounts to a very big percentage. But here, too, 
a gleam of sunlight falls, for consumers of paper stock would not 
place speculative orders did they not foresee a speedy resumption 
of a satisfactory demand for the manufactured product.

Philadelphia Reports “Things Getting Better.”

Puivapetpnia, February 17, 1908—Things are getting better. 
Such experienced trade observers as J. B. Mitchell, of the Quaker 
City Paper Company; U. S. Megargee, of Irwin N. Megargee & 
Co., and J. H. Sinex, of the Garrett-Buchanan Company, have ob- 
served in the character of business during the past week or two 
a movement toward better things. While not for a moment be- 
lieving that the trade is on the eve of a boom, they do believe that 
henceforth there will be a steady if perhaps a slow improvement, 
and that spring tradé will be no disappointment. 

Of course buying is not in anticipation. The printers and the 
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publishers and the other consumers of paper are sure that prices 
must come down, even though there has been no example in recent 
weeks to set a precedent. Certainly they will not lay in stocks to 
anticipate future wants, both because of the uncertainty regarding 
prices and the greater uncertainty regarding sales. But the trade 
does not look for a radical decrease. The fact that even now 
prices all along the line remain steady, and in some cases firm, 
and that the time is surely coming when the market will be ex- 
hausted convinces dealers that the future will be quiet and steady. 
For no class of goods is there a special market. News is selling 
well; the book demand is quite up to the offerings, and wrappings 
at least hold steady. Building papers are rather quiet, but un- 
changed.

Gradual Improvement in Fox Valley.

There is none too much business, 
even at that, and the mills of large capacity are considerably put 
to it to keep going all the time, and in many instances are not 
yet quite succeeding, but altogether the outlook is decidedly better, 
and if there is no further setback, as there seems no reason to 
expect, business should ere long get back to a condition where 
they can be kept in operation continuously as heretofore. This 
is about the best that thé manufacturers are looking for this year. 
If a return of confidence comes as a resufft of the election next 
iall then look out for a big hurrah all along the business line.

Business Situation in the Miami “Looking Up.” 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 18, 1908—The business situation is 
“looking up.” Pessimism, which was rampant for a time, has 
heen replaced by optimism, and the majority of the members of 
the trade are now quick to admit that stagnation will not reign as 
long as had been anticipated a few short weeks ago. The im- 
provement in trade has been slow, however, and while it has met 
expectations under the circumstances, recently, it is not what 
would have been anticipated under normal conditions. 

Said a weil known jobber: “The situation has improved some- 
what, but I can show you a lot of dissatisfied jobbers throughout 
the country. They seemed to get the worst of it when prices kept 
changing constantly, and during the so called monetary panic they 
were hit a little harder, in many instances, than the manufac- 
turers. The latter, however, did not have to keep on as actively 
as we did, as they could close their mills. We had to keep 
pounding away for orders, and our expenses were about the same 
as during prosperous times.” 

A manufacturer who overheard the remark interjected the fol- 
lowing: “Yes, and you jobbers had it on us in several ways. When 
the price of raw materials takes a drop we will give you a chance 
to show whether you can make more money than you do at 
present, with a strong, steady price on your goods.” 

The demand for print paper has been greater than for some 
time, and on all sides there appears to be a midwinter awakening, 
or rather a preliminary preparation for the spring trade, which 
will soon have to be getting a “move on” or be relegated to the 
rear. Box and bucket plants here are running full time, and only 
a couple of mills down the valley are closed. They will resume, ac- 
cording to expectations, in a few days. M. V. 





Business at Toronto Moving Slowly but Steadily. 
(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 

Toronto, Canada, February 17, 1908.—Business continues moving 
along with a steady but rather slow trade. The recovery has taken 
longer than expected, but there is every reason to believe that 
with the opening up of spring’ the volume will at once increase. 
There is a great deal of wealth in the country in the shape of all 
lines of material at good prices, so that as soon as confidence is 
entirely restored and men begin to launch out again there is the 
material for a good volume of trade. With importations and with 
the reduced demand the book mills in Canada appear to be turning 
out from 10 to 15 per cent. more paper than the market is ab- 
sorbing, and this is at present accumulating. Some of the mills 
may run shorter hours in order to prevent their warehouses get- 
ting full, but a demand sufficient to take all the output is expected 
with spring. The high cost of production and the belief that spring 
will right the situation have prevented any material change in 
prices. Advices from Ottawa do not indicate that anything is 
likely to be done at this session in the way of an export duty on 
pulp wood. As indicated in this corespondence before a number 
of Liberals from Quebec and the Maritime Provinces are strongly 
against the duty, and the fear of losing the heavy Quebec vote, 
which is today almost wholly Liberal, will likely prevent the Gov- 
ernment doing anything to antagonize it until after the next gen- 
eral election, which is not very far off. The paper men held a meet- 
ing in Ottawa this past week, but those who were hoping for an 
export duty this session were not encouraged at the outlook after 
a talk with the politicians. L. 


False Rumor That Champion Was After Holyoke Men. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Horyoxe, Mass., February 17, 1908—The members of the Eagle 
Lodge of Paper Makers of this city and other labor organizations 
connected with the mills have been informed by the labor unions 
of the West that efforts would likely be made by the agents of 
Hamilton (Ohio) mills, who were said to be coming East to secure 
Holyoke paper makers to go to Hamilton for the purpose of help- 
ing to break the strike now in progress there. The labor men are 
asked not to lend their services for such purposes regardless of the 
compensation that may be offered. So far as can be learned in this 
city today there has been no attempt made to hire men here, and 
it is generally believed that the Western labor union’s fears that 
such would be the case were the cause of the warning and the 
request. 

It is said that Holyoke men have generally remained with the 
Holyoke mills, and that there is little to fear from their competition 
with outside help in cases like this, although business in the city 
is not as brisk as might be hoped for. All of the mills in this 
city are making every effort to keep their employees at work as 
much as possible, and it is the opinion of many labor men in the 
city that the present is the worst possible time to force issues with 
manufacturing concerns. 

The statement would probably not be authorized by the local 
union, but if the advice of some of the more conservative members 
was to be followed by the Hamilton paper makers they would 
make the best possible terms with the company and return to their 
old places; but the radical element suggests that possibly the com- 
pany took advantage of the present depression to reinstate a system 
that they assert can never be popular after having been once 
abandoned, and if the company did not believe it could be made 
successful it should not have been provisionally consented to try 
it out. Ferry.

On the executive board there were named Evan G. Badger, to 
succeed Patrick O’Neill, and Simon Weil, to succeed himself. The 
officers are also members of the executive board. 

After an enjoyable luncheon the consensus of opinion was that 
an improvement was noticeable in trade conditions and that the 
prospect steadily was growing brighter. No action was taken in 
the matter of the crusade of over zealous policemen against deal- 
ers not having a license, because the protective organization of 
waste trade dealers recently formed has this matter in charge, and 
the police have not made an additional arrest on which the counsel 
engaged can bring an action to test the constitutionality of the 
law.

SZ AWABACOAT AOA 
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DUTY ON PULP AND PAPER DEFENDED. 


Representative Tirrell, of Massachusetts, Makes a Speech in the 
House in Which He Lays Stress on the Necessity of Con- 
tinuing the Duties on Pulp and Paper. 


Wasurncton, D. C., February 18, 1908.—Representative Tirrell, 
of Massachusetts, advocated in the House last Friday afternoon 
retention of the duty on wood pulp and paper, and said pulp and 
paper manufacturers were now marketing their product at the 
lowest possible price consistent with the competition of the mar- 
kets of the United States. 

Mr. Tirrell protested strongly against the proposed removal of 
the tariff, and could see no reason why such action should be 
taken. Representative Littlefield, of Maine, and several Democrats 
were drawn into the arguments. He said he knew something about 
the subject because he was a director in one of the large pulp com- 
panies and had a personal interest in the matter. He referred 
to the demand made by the American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Editorial Association, that the tariff on pulp should 
be removed, and said President Roosevelt, much to their astonish- 
ment, recommended to Congress something entirely different from 
what they wanted. 

Spruce, Mr. Tirrell said, was the onl# wood from which strong, 
long fibre paper could be made. This wood was found in Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, New York, Michigan, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota and West Virginia. The White Mountain forest reserve 
would take out 600,000 acres in New Hampshire, and in that event 
there would not be sufficient spruce left in the State to run the 
mill in Berlin without getting pulp and logs in Canada. 

Representative Gaines, of Tennessee, wanted an explanation 
about the paper trust. Mr. Tirrell said the General Paper trust, a 
Western organization, had been broken up by the Government, 
to which Mr. Gaines replied it was his understanding that the paper 
trust was disobeying the injunction issued against it six months 
ago. 

“Our pulp and paper manufacturers,” said Mr. Tirrell, “are manu- 
facturing at the lowest possible price consistent; they are selling 
in open competition with the markets of the United States, a com- 
petition as fierce as exists in any interest in this country; they are 
manufacturing better paper than is made anywhere else in the 
whole civilized world; they can continue to furnish paper at this 
less comparative cost and beat the whole world in doing it, pro- 
vided they are protected by tariff legislation. 

“If there are gentlemen on this floor who wish to see that in- 
dustry wiped out, who wish to throw out of employment tens of 
thousands of American wage earners and have them walking and 
moaning on the streets; if they wish to see the smoke and fires 
extinguished of the 108 mills now in the State of New* York and 
the mills of the West, and the industry hampered so that it no 
longer becomes a factor in the commercial development of the 
country, then it is only necessary to wipe out the tariff on pulp 
and paper and give to Canada the power to pass prohibitive ex- 
port laws and close all the mills of the United States.” 


Annual Banquet of Philadelphia Dealers March 5. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, February 18, 1908—On behalf of the Paper 
Trade Association, Curtis B. E. Holten, secretary, has issued invi- 
tations to the fourth annual banquet, to be served in the Bellevue- 
Stratford, on March 5. Meanwhile the association is endeavoring 
to secure representative speakers on trade topics. 

In view of the fact that President J. H. Sinex has expressed 
his desire that a new head for the organization should be chosen 
because of his opinion that a rotation in offices is conducive to the 
best interests of all organizations, there is speculation as to the 
person upon whom the honor will fall. Friends of Adolph 





Hartung, head of A. Hartung & Co., have prominently mentioned 
his mame. There are also champions for Thomas R. Fort, Jr., 
head of the Thomas W. Price Company, and a member of Select 
Councils. 

President Sinex has not yet been able to get a meeting to con- 
sider the credit question. Everyone regards this as of pressing 
moment, but there seems to be some reluctance to take formal 
action. Meanwhile Mr. Sinex will continue to agitate the matter, 
but irrespective of what may be done in an organized way, he 
proposes to firmly maintain the stand which the Garrett-Buchanan 
Company, of which he is the head, has taken, as told in THe PAPer 
TRADE JOURNAL. E. R. G. 


Friend Mill Again Visited by Fire. 
(By Telegraph to Tue Parer Trape Journat.) 
Dayton, Ohio, February 18, 1908. 
Fire of unknown origin destroyed the south portion of the Friend 
mills at West Carrollton late this afternoon. The pulp depart- 
ment was gutted. The loss was considerable, but amount not 
known exactly. Loss covered by insurance. The mill crew by 
heroic work saved the big plant. 


Eastern Manufacturing Company’s Mill Starts Up. 

Bancor, Me., February 17, 1908.—Announcement was made on 
Wednesday of last week that the pulp and paper mill plant of the 
Eastern Manufacturing Company in South Brewer, which has been 
shut down for the past three weeks with the exception of one 
paper machine, will resume operations at once. Eight hundred 
employees have been out of work and the business of South Brewer 
has suffered in consequence. The shutdown was caused by trou- 
ble with the Bodwell Water Power Company, which furnishes the 
Eastern plant with power from Milford, but arrangements have 
been made with the receivers of the Bodwell Company to resume 
the power service. 


Western Manila and Fibre Interests Meet.

Cuicaco, February 17, 1908.—Representatives of the fibre and 
manila paper interests held a two days’ session at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel on Thursday and Friday of this week.

MERELY THE SHAPE 





Is the shape of the crest and apron of a dam merely a matter 
of graceful outline, or has it a definite relation to and effect upon 
the stability of the dam? 

Let us examine a case so atrociously bad as to be interesting. 
Fig. 1 is an actual dam built within the past year. It is about 100 
feet long on ledge bot- 
tom, with dimensions 
substantially as shown, 
and carries a maximum 
flood of 13 feet on the 
rollway. Under these 
conditions not only does 


the line of pressure fall 
outside the toe, but a new 
element of danger is in- 


troduced. 
Take a light over-fall, 


say of 2 feet, and it will 
follow a path somewhat 
as indicated, the shock of

the water falling on the projecting toe. Four conditions now 


appear. (a) The toe will in time be shattered by the plunge of 
the over-fall. (b) The normal pressure of the water will tend 


to rupture the dam at the weakest point, probably just above the 
fillet. Thus far the action is obvious, but (c) the drag of the 
over-fall will remove the air, forming a partial vacuum under the 


falling sheet. This vacuum is added to the pressure of the water, 


increasing the overturning force, or, if the dam holds together, 


(d) tends to lift the heel of the dam at the upstream edge from 
its foundations. This admits static pressure under the whole 
floor of the dam and tends to float it from its base. The net 
result is precisely what happened in fact—the dam was swept 


away on the first moderate flood within one year of its completion, 
It has been demonstrated also that this partial vacuum causes 


a fluttering in the falling sheet, which sets up a violent tremor 
throughout the dam, and will tend in as faulty a construction as 
this to loosen the dam from its base and admit an upward pres- 


sure of water. At all events, this particular dam promptly went 
down stream, urged by any one or all of the above causes in com- 
bination. 
result was inevitable should have been known when the drawing 
was first penciled on paper. 

Fig. 2 is a reproduction of a cross section which has just been 
sent in to this office as a basis for our own design. This dam is 
normally proportioned as 
to water pressure, but 
the vacuum effect has 
been overlooked. The 
over-fall edge of the 
crest is nearly a square. 
The greater the depth of 
flood the greater the 
velocity with which the 
water approaches the 
crest and the farther it 
jumps. But even with a 
moderate flow the sheet of water can by no possibility remain in 
contact with the apron, but will leave it on a parabolic path, as 
sketched. The inevitable vacuum behind the falling sheet adds 
its intensity to the overturning pressure of the water, its vibra-

tion constantly shaking the dam to the detriment of its structure. 
The unbroken plunge of the water on the toe of the base is an 
obvious but unavoidable defect in design. 7 

For some time the theory of a vacuum was looked upon as 
fanciful by many both in and out of the profession. Experiment, 
nevertheless, has fully settled the fact, and it is held to explain 
the cause of failure of not a few dams in the past. 

A striking illustration of vacuum, Fig. 3, was recently observed 
by the writer. In the dam was a log sluiceway, about 6 feet wide, 
controlled by a leaf 
gate, pivoted at the 
bottom, and raised or 
lowered by a_ wire 
rope at each end pass- 
ing Over a geared 
drum, correctly pro- 
portioned to lift the 
gate under a full load 
of water. To the sur- 
prise of the engineer 


the gate when down 


refused to rise, even 


with a thin sheet of 
water over it. A moment's reflection showed tiat the over-fall 
produced a powerful vacuum underneath the leaf, thus creating 
a direct load on the gate, equal with even a 5-pound vacuum to 
a slab of iron 20 inches thick. In this particular case the drum 
was geared up until the gate could be handled, but had it been 
foreseen, a 4-inch pipe, carried down in the wall and admitting 
air underneath the leaf, would have solved the problem. 

We have given much attention to the question of vacuum and 
its effects, and are proposing in the course of our regular work 


to undertake some experimental research with gauges registering 
the amount of vacuum secured. 

The perfect shape for an over-fall crest is the parabolic path 
due to the velocity at greatest flood. The over-fall will then 
remain in contact with the apron under any condition, But this 
involves a curvature of large radius, which in turn thickens the 
crest of the dam and carries with it an increase of the entire 
structure. The cost thus involved has forced engineers to dis- 
regard to some extent the shape of the crest as related to maxi- 
mum floods and take chances on a curvature which will leave.a 
dangerous vacuum space when the discharge has increased above 
a certain velocity. 

Again, the crest of a dam should be inclined up stream to 
afford easy passage for ice and logs. But under limitation of 
cost the solid dam finds itself “between the devil 
and the deep sea,” since the thickness of the crest 
must be kept down to a minimum. In Fig. 4, from 
an actual design, the over-fall curve, although in- 
adequate, is provided, but takes up the whole 
thickness. Such a crest is weak and poorly de- 
signed to receive the impact of ice and logs. Fic. 4. 

Some engineers omit the over-fall curve and use the full thick- 
ness to secure the inclined approach, as in Fig. 5. But no prac- 
ticable thickness enables both the approach and 
the curve to exist at the same time. In our own 
design we are hampered by no limitations either 
of thickness or cost. The dam is hollow and wide 
and its natural dimensions are ample to provide 
for incline and curve at the same time. Fig. 6 
is a fair example for ordinary floods. We submit 
that the whole design—the approach, the crest, the apron and the 
bucket—leaves nothing to be desired. The easy incline of the deck

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takes care of ice and 
logs. The break-off of 
the curve commences at 
the intersection with the 
deck and leads gradually 
into an apron, so inclined 
as to always support the 
over-fall sheet. In like Fic.. 6, 

manner the bucket or toe diverts the water to a horizontal direc- 
tion by a second curve of large radius. There is, therefore, no 
chance for the over-fall to leave the face of the dam, but as an 
additional precaution vent holes are provided through the apron 
just underneath the crest, so that any tendency to vacuum is 


immediately cancelled. 
On soft bottom—by which we mean anything that is not ledge 
—we introduce a further safety factor. 





Fig. 7 is a dam designed 
to be supported on piles 
reaching down through 
a sandy clay, overlaid on 
a substratum of hard,

flat apron passing by a curve of large radius into a long tumbling 
hearth, which extends down stream far enough to establish the 
natural flow of the stream upon itself. In meeting these ever- 
varying conditions the adaptability of concrete-steel as a hydro 
electric material is once more emphasized. 

We have, therefore, made plain in barest outline that the shape 
of the crest and apron has a most important bearing on the per- 
manency and stability of the dam. Before leaving the subject 
it is well to say that some years ago there was a disposition to 
turn up the bucket of the dam, leaving a concave at the foot of 
the apron. This possibly has some effect in holding back the 
standing wave nearer the base of the dam, but, on the other hand, 
it largely increases the violence and turmoil of the discharge, 
causing it to leap violently upward and fall back into the river 
bed with a secondary blow and consequent scour. This form of 
toe has been very properly condemned by experience, and the 
long tumbling hearth is now the accepted construction.

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TRADE CHANGES IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Those That Have Taken Place in the Past Decade Have Been 
of a Centralizing Rather Than of an Expansive Nature— 
The Territory a Difficult One for a Newcomer. 


By F. L. McCvetran, 


Minneapotis, Minn., February 15, 1908—The changes which 
have taken place in the paper trade in the Northwest within the 
past decade have been mainly those necessitated by the develop- 
ment of the trade in the territory, and have been of a centralizing 
rather than of an expansive nature. Trade activities have been 
concentrated within a comparatively limited territory, and all ef- 
forts have been successfully bent toward developing that territory 
to its highest possibilities, 

From the early days the Twin Cities have been fortunate in 
having their paper trade well taken care of. Twenty-five years 
ago the old firm of Averill, Russell & Carpenter was the only 
large house in St. Paul carrying a complete line of printers’ stock; 
in 1889 the firm became Averill, Carpenter & Co., and in 1893 
was changed to the present house of the Wright, Barrett & Stil- 
well Company. Up to five years ago “there was only one large 
house carrying printers’ steck in St. Paul. 

In Minneapolis the Minnesota Paper Company was the pioneer. 
It was followed in the early days by Bradner Smith & Co., which 
firm was afterward changed to the James H. Bishop & Co. This 
latter firm prospered for a good many years, but discontinued in 
1894. During the early ‘90s the Minneapolis. Paper Company was 
established, being composed of the members of the Wright, Bar- 
rett & Stilwell Company, of St. Paul. This relationship between 
the Wright, Barrett & Stilwell Company and the Minneapolis Pa- 
per Company continued until about three years ago, when a sepa- 
ration was effected, Mr. Stilwell disposing. of his interest in the 
Wright, Barrett & Stilwell Company, and purchasing its in- 
terest in the Minneapolis Paper Company. 

Just previous to the time of the closing up of the James H. 
Bishop & Co. the firm of Leslie & McAfee was started, John Les- 
lie going out of the Minneapolis Paper Company. This firm was 
afterward changed to the John Leslie Paper Company, which is the 
present style of the firm, 

Out of the James H. Bishop & Co. grew the McClellan Paper 
Company, which was established in 1894, Mr. McClellan and Mr. 
DeHaven both having been with the Bishop house. 

In St. Paul the firm of F. G. Leslie & Co. was organized about 
five years ago, and now carries a full line of all grades of paper. 

In the Twin Cities at the present time the field is well covered 
by five large and aggressive concerns, carrying a full line of all 
kinds of paper. Besides these there are five wrapping paper 
houses, which carry only wrappings, buildings, etc. The trade has 
been taken care of as rapidly as it has developed, and for that 
reason the Northwest has proved rather an unfavorable field for 
the location of new enterprises. During.the past ten years several 
firms have launched in the paper business in the Northwest, but 
in most every instance they have found the territory so thoroughly 
covered as to make it unprofitable for them to continue, and have 
either failed or closed out their business. 

A particularly noticeable feature of the paper trade in the 
Northwest is the fact that no other city in the country the size 
of Minneapolis has three paper houses equal in size or importance 
as those doing business here. 

The head of the lakes has also made a good showing in num- 
bers ard size. At Duluth the Duluth Paper and Stationery Com- 
pany is the parent house, its lines consisting of wrappings, build- 
ings, ‘stationery, etc. There are also at Duluth the Zenith Paper 
Company, the McClellan Paper Company and the Bemis Bag and 
Paper Company, the main Bemis warehouse, however, being’ across 


the bay at Superior. These latter three carry all grades of paper. 

At present the houses of the Northwest are as follows:

The McClellan Paper Company, in addition to the Minneapolis 
and Duluth houses, also has houses in Fargo, N. Dak.; La Crosse, 
Wis., and Sioux Falls, S. Dak. 


Chicago Dealers Trying to Shorten Credit Period. 
Cuicaco, Ill, February 17, 1908—E. V. Kimbark, of the Paper 
Mills Company, of this city, as vice president of the National 
Paper Trade Association, has appointed Henry T. Smith, of Brad- 
ner Smith & Co.; W. J. Smeal, of the J. W. Butler Paper Com- 
pany, and James White, of the James White Paper Company, 
a committee to consider the adoption in Chicago of uniform 
credit terms. An effort will be made to shorten the terms to sixty 
days instead of ninety. The plan meets with general approval, and 
the Chicago trade hopes that the committee will soon make a defi- 

nite report and that shorter terms will.soon become effective. 


Bill to Exempt Forest Lands from Taxation. 
Apany, N. Y., February 18, 1908.—Senator Geo, H. Cobb, who 
comes from the pulp mill district, and who is chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Forestry, last week introduced an interesting bill. 
It provides that when the State Forest Commissioner certifies that 
timber land containing at least 600 sound trees or 1,200 shrubs 
growing wood products other than fruit are being maintained in 
the interest of forest preservation, that the property shall be taxed 
locally as barren, unproductive land. This rate of taxation is to 

continue until the maturity or the harvesting of the timber.

It was said that 
Mr. Gould’s chief obligation had to do with his signing bonds of 
the Illinois Straw Products Company, of Rock Falls, Ill., which 
were recently sold by Mr. Gould and his brother-in-law, B. R. 
Towndrow, to parties from Memphis, Tenn. Mr. Gould had in- 
dorsed the bonds with the late H. A. Barnard, and the paper was 
held by Ira Hicks, of this city. The amount was $75,000. 

Mr. Gould was prominent in politics, and at the time of his 
death was president* of the board of trustees of the Western II- 
linois Hospital for the Insane at Watertown, Ill. He was also 
president of the Union Malleable Iron Company.

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ICE BLOCKADE SWEEPS BRIDGE AWAY. 


The Highway Bridge Across the Westheld River at Russell, 
Mass., Swept Away—The New Dam of the Russell Falls 
Paper Company at That Place Damaged by Its Fall. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., February 17, 1908.—The fast rising water in 
the Westfield river last Saturday afternoon caused a blockade of 
ice just above the dam of the’ Russell Falls Paper Company, at 
Russell, which lifted a two-span highway bridge off its abutments 
and plunged it over the dam of the company. The whole destruc- 
tion was done within a half hour’s time, and so sudden was the 
bridge floated that a pedestrian who chanced to be passing over it 
had to run for his life. Spectators describe the scene as one alto- 
gether unexpected and picturesque in every detail. The ice jam 
formed between the power house of the company and the banks 
of the river ,and the ice, which had frozen over the whole pond 
during the exceedingly cold wave of the preceding week, held firm 
in one great sheet, rising to such a height that a whole flat sheet 
of ice lifted the bridge entirely free from its foundation. The ice 
giving away at the crest of the dam allowed the jam to float-over 
the dam, and the bridge was actually fiqated down stream intact as 
it was erected. One entire span actually balanced for a moment 
upon the spillway of the dam, and in a second more the entire 
structure was a mass of tangled iron below. 

Officials of the paper company are said to recognize that the dam 
as it now stands is faulty and would ‘continue to be a menace to 
the railroad, and might cause the destruction of another bridge if 
like conditions should arise. Messrs. Mayhard and Jewell, of Bos- 
ton, who are heavily interested in the company, were at Russell 
yesterday to look over the situation. It was practically deter- 
mined to increase the width of the spillway as soon as conditions 
will allow. The dam has choked the river because of the bulk- 
heads at either end of the powerhouse in the centre. ‘The wing 
walls will probably be taken down early in the spring and the 
spillway widened from 200 feet to 350 feet. The expense of the 
work must be borne by the company, and while the legal status 
of the matter in so far as it affects the destruction of the bridge 
and some damage caused to the Boston & Albany Railroad has not 
been definitely stated, it is not believed that the paper company is 
liable. 
but recently bought by the paper company, the officers of which 
appear to be favorable to any plan that will afford additional safety 
to the surrounding property. 

All of the streams in western Massachusetts were badly swollen 
Saturday, but none of the paper plants suffered material damage 
to their properties, but the rapid rise of the waters in their ponds 
caused much annoyance to abutting property. 

The stream feeding into the Mannesmann pond of. the Berk- 
shire Hills Paper Company of Adams caused an ice jam at the dam 
when the water set back, flooding the Boston & Albany branch line 
to North Adams and making a transfer of passengers necessary. 
The ice in the pond above the Holyoke dam went out this morning 
owing to the rains to the north, and in consequence the mills 
suffered from high water all day. The water was receding to-night, 
and it is believed that the mills will not be seriously affected the 
rest of the week. Ferry.

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Water Storage Favored in New York. 
The report of the New York State Water Supply Commission, 


which was submitted to the Legislature of that State last week, 
affords considerable encouragement to the manufacturing inter- 
ests of the State, as it marks a forward step in the agitation for 


the conservation of the water power of the State, much of which 


is now going to waste. 


The great commercial value of this power has been for years 


recognized by some of the leaders in the business life of the 
State of New York. A number of these men have worked zeal- 
ously in favor of various measures whereby this foolish waste of 
power may be obviated. 

Now that the commission referred to has endorsed their views, 
it is to be hoped that some action will be taken by the -Legislature 
to save millions to the State by furnishing additional and cheap 
power to its industries. 

The most important suggestion in the report refers to the super- 
vision of the construction of dams. State supervision is advised 
for the reasons that water stored for power purposes by private 
corporations may be required for domestic consumption at some 
future time; that without supervision danger may arise from the 
construction of insecure dams, and that without the consent of the 
State private interests “may secure riparian rights that will inter- 
fere with the interest of the State in developing water powers of 
its own,” and obliterate or deface scenic beauties. 


The “progress report” on the question of State ownership of its 





water powers and State control of the flood waters of large 
streams says that, excluding Niagara and the St. Lawrence, the 
rivers of New York with proper storage of their flood waters are 
capable of furnishing at least 1,000,000 horse power for industrial 
purposes, and that more than half of this is annually allowed to 
run to waste because no well devised and comprehensive plan for 
the development of its water powers yet has been undertaken by 
the State. At a low estimate the annual earning capacity of this 
wasted energy is more than $6,000,000, without reference to the 
saving of $1,000,000 per year from flood damages. 

The report says that nearly all the most desirable water powers 
in the State, except those along the boundary rivers, have been 
purchased by private interests, and it advocates the construction 
by the State of storage dams at available points, in the belief that 
these will decrease the annual damage by flood waters, assure a 
large minimum of flow, improve sanitary conditions, provide a 
deeper channel for the Hudson, insure an abundance of water for 
the canals, stimulate industries by furnishing cheaper power for 
manufacturing purposes and yield a satisfactory income to the 
State. . 

The report pays particular attention to the value of the Sacan- 
daga River, as a source of power, and says a dam can be built at 
Conklingville, in the foothills of the Adirondacks, that will pro- 
duce 50,400 horse power of energy, which is gfeater than the ag- 
gregate water power of Lowell, Lawrence and Holyoke combined, 
and that this dam would increase the present available water power 
at sites lower down the Hudson by 70,000 horse power during the 
six dry months of the year. 

The report calls particular attention to the possibilities of the 
Genesee River as a power proposition, and says that the econstruc- 
tion of a storage dam at Portageville would flood an area of 15 
miles up the river and form a lake as large as Canandaigua or 
Skaneateles lakes, storing 18,000,000,000 cubic feet of water, per- 
mitting a gross development of 32,000 horse power and increas- 
ing by 14,000 the actual horse power now developed at Rochester, 
producing an annual income of $12 a horse power each year or over 
$500,000. 

Reference is made to the possibilities of the Racquette River as 
a source of power and to the advisability of having a conference 
upon the question of the control and utilization of the flood waters. 

Attention is called to the fact that the action of the State in 
acquiring lands suitable for water power purposes should be 
hastened, as these are increasing in value, just as the forest lands 
have advanced, entailing a much heavier expense upon the State 
than would have been required if they had been purchased a few 
years ago. 

The commission points out that to build the Sacandaga dam at 
Conklingville and to build storage dam sites in the Adirondacks, 
small areas of State lands would have to be flooded, and adds, “An 
amendment to the constitution that will permit the State to clear

Che income account of the International Paper Company for the 
first six months of the current fiscal year shows earnings equal to 
€ per cent. on the $17,442,800 common stock outstanding. This 
is a smaller rate than was earned on the stock during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1907, when 1.6 was earned on the stock. The 
earnings on this issue during the past few years have been dis- 
appointing to the stockholders, and the persistency with which they 
have declined makes at least the immediate outlook unattractive.

The decrease during the half year in the value of woodlands of 
$120,000 is decidedly unfavorable in view of the constantly in- 
creasing scarcity of woodlands and a corresponding increase in 
value. It is pointed out in the paper trade that any additional 
development in the industry must be in Canada. 

The conditions of paper manufacture are responsible for the 
poor showing made in regard to earnings on the common. Paper 
production is twice as expensive as it was some time ago, and it 
was only through the increased price that the company has con- 
tracted to receive for its product during 1908 that it will show 


increased earnings during this year. 








Freight business has been so dull on the lines of the Connecticut 
River division of the Boston & Maine Railroad this season that the 
company has been compelled to cut expenses in all possible ways. 
Announcement was made last week that all employees receiving 
$100 or more a month would receive a reduction of 10 per cent. in 
their salaries. The “consolidated” road has recently merged several 
departments, and in consequence a. number of official positions have 
heen abolished.

OUR BEATER LEADS THEM ALL IN YoORKMANSHIP, DURABILITY AND TURNING QUALITIES 
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PROBLEMS OF SUPERHEATED STEAM. 


While Less Superheated Than Saturated Steam Is Required to 
Develop a Certain Horse Power, Still the Superheater Is 
Not Popular—A Consideration of the Reasons Why. 





(From the Engineer, London.) 


No engineer possessing a fair knowledge of the steam engine 
disputes that less superheated than saturated steam is required to 
develop a horse power per hour. The ptoblem for the dispassion- 
ate outsider lies in the fact that, in spite of this admission, the 
superheater remains we fear we must say. unpopular. There must 
be some reason for this. 

In the first place, a great deal of uncertainty on vital points exists. 
Thus, for example, there is no consensus of opinion as to why super- 
heated steam is more economical than saturated. We are told, on 
the one hand, that there is no thermodynamic reason why it should 
be better, save one, that it keeps the cylinder hot, and so prevents 
initial condensation. On the other hand, it is affirmed with equal 
confidence that initial condensation is a delusion; it does not occur; 
it cannot, for excellent reasons, occur. The missing quantity is 
simply leakage, and superheating is economical because it prevents 
leakage. The perplexed steam user asks why a valve should pass 
saturated steam and not superheated steam,, but he never receives 
an explanation. Again, he wants to know if it is really possible 
that in a good, well kept engine, the valves of which are absolutely 
tight while the engine is at rest, no less than 30 or. 40 per cent. of 
all the steam going into the engine will leak past them? Very 
naturally he is incredulous. “But,” he reasons, “if this is true, in- 
stead of going in for Superheating with its various risks, why not 
make my engine valves tight? That cannot be impossible.” Again, 
he is assured on the one hand that nothing more is required than 
to superheat the steam, say 50 degrees, so as to be sure that it is 
dry; and, on the other, that to make superheating worth its initial 
cost, the steam ought to be nearly red hot. Who is right? Nor 
does he find himself on safer ground when he has to determine 
between the conflicting claims of ‘different superheating systems. 
Shall he use small pipes or large pipes? Will the waste heat from 
his boilers do, or must he put up a separate furnace? If he uses 
the waste heat what becomes of his feed-water? Is that to go cold 
into the boilers? No definite convincing reply is to be had. The 
price to be paid for superheating plant at the outset, and for its 
maintenance, is another vexed question. It is not wonderful, we 
think, that progress is slow. 

Professér Mellanby, in a discussion held at the West of Scotland 
Iron and Steel Institute, on a paper which he had previously pre- 
sented, pointed out that even with a superheat of only 200 degrees 
engines have to be very carefully watched. As to higher tempera- 
tures, he directed attention to a paragraph in his paper in which he 
had shown that the thermodynamic cain from superheating was 
comparatively small, and its chief advantage that it reduced the 
missing quantity. In this we concur; but we do not concur when 
he maintains that the missing quantity is due to valve leakage. He 
concluded with the following words: “It is indeed remarkable that 
practically all our treatises persist in regarding steam engines as 
being absolutely free from this leakage, while they do not hesitate 
to attribute enormous initial condensation losses to them in order 
to account for their measured consumption. I am sure that when 
once this possibility of valve leakage is fully recognized by writers 
and experimenters there will at last be a probability of producing 
z reasonable theory of the steam engine.” 

There are at the present moment just three men who have adopted 
the valve leakage theory in its complete form; these are Messrs. 
Callendar, Nicolson and Mellanby. Others admit, as a matter of 
course, that slide valves leak, but this leakage is for all engines 
worth taking into account quite exceptional. We venture to say that 
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the theory is based on evidence much too slight and too narrow 
to possess scientific value. We are glad that Professor Mellanby 
admits that for which we have long contended—the desirability 
of framing a reasonable theory of the steam engine. It ought. 
we think, to have already struck Professor Mellanby that it is the 
manifest duty of those who have advanced a novel proposition to 
proceed to prove at least its general accuracy. It is a suggestive 
fact that engines with drop valves, which presumably do not leak, 
have a missing quantity quite as large as that in slide-valve engines, 
and thit they derive at least as much benefit from superheating as 
does any good slide or piston valve engine. The reply to this argu- 
ment does not appear to have yet been discovered. 


Gives Mill Workers Bonus Regardless of Hard Times, 


Sr. Caruarines, Ont., Canada, February 17, 1908.—Once again 
the management of the Lincoln Paper Mills Company, of this place, 
has given its employees, one and all, the annual dividend of 6 per 
cent. That the dividend is gladly received by many at this time of 
the year is an undisputed fact. When so many are out of employ- 
ment, when the poor are more numerous than has been the case 
for many years, and when the price of almost everything has nearly 
doubled, the employees of the mill have reason to rejoice that they 
work for a firm which, no matter if the money market is tight or 
not, the dividend comes just the same, and 6 per cent. of each 
one’s yearly earnings amounts to no,small sum. It must reach up 
into the thousands; for if, say, one of the men earned $600 through- 
out the year, the 6 per cent. dividend would mean $36, and so on. 
The employees feel justly proud that they have a management 
which is so liberal and generous. 


Paper Mill Insurance Agreement Abrogated. 

Hartrorp, Conn., February 17, 1908.—The signers of the Paper 
Mill Agreement of March 26, 1885, received notice last week from 
its custodian, President D. W. C. Skilton, of the Phoenix of Hart- 
ford, that the result of the vote taken by Vice President Bissell, of 
the Hartford Fire Insurance Company, in the matter of the abroga- 
tion of the agreement, is in favor of such action by a large ma- 
jority, with but six negative votes. As a majority vote has always 
governed, Mr. Skilton announces that the Paper Mill Agreement 
was abrogated from February 14. President Skilton says: 

“T feel that it is proper for me to state that the history of the 
agreement has been unique in that it has been most faithfully 
kept—in fact, a willful violation of it has never been brought to 
my attention. It has been of great value to paper mill writing 
companies, but its usefulness has without doubt passed.” 

The Paper Mill Agreement was organized in 1885 through the 
efforts of D. W. C. Skilton to have all paper mill insurance in the 
New England and Middle States written under proper forms. 
Pulp* mills were being introduced and there were many moral 
hazard losses on the mills making paper from rags. A clause was 
framed which required the assured to stand one-fourth of any 
loss, large or small, and the agreement has been well lived up to. 
In 1888 sprinklered paper mills were eliminated from the operation 
of the agreement. : 

For several years it has been apparent that the agreement might 
well be dissolved, but it was regarded as an old time institution 
and rather aristocratic, as it were. Further, it was a particular 
pet of Mr. Skilton’s, who is popular in insurance circles, and un- 
derwriters were loath to put it in the cemetery.

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A PAPER MILL MACHINERY CENTRE. 


The City of Lawrence, Mass., Has Made Rapid Strides in Indus- 
trial Development in the Past Ten Years—Outline History 
of Its Paper Mills and Its Paper Mill Machinery Shops. 


Boston, Mass., February 17, 1908.—No one of the inland cities of 
Massachusetts has made such rapid strides in industrial develop- 
ments during the past ten years as has the city of Lawrence. The 
population in 1897 was 54,000, while the census for 1907 gives the 
city nearly 80,000, a gain of 25,000 in ten years. While the textile 
manufacturing industry, cotton and wool, is the leading business 
of the city, to the growth of which is largely due the increase in 
population, the paper mills located there contribute largely to the 
prosperity of the city. And then, again, the manufacture of paper 
mill machinery is quite a feature of the city’s diversified industry, 
quite a number of concerns being located in Lawrence whose pro- 
ductions find distribution among the paper mills of this country, 
Canada, and on the other side of the water—even to far away 
Japan. 

Tue Earty Paper Mitts 1n LAWRENCE. 

Paper making in Lawrence was‘one of the town’s early indus- 
tries, the first mill there, of which record is preserved, being 
that of the Lawrence Paper Company, a 4 ton mill making print 
paper, which was built in 1854. A detailed description of this 
plant and the process of manufacture, accompanied by eight large 
illustrations, was published in Ballou’s Pictorial Drawing Room 
Companion in 1855, a copy of which recently came to the notice 
of the writer. It is in evidence, however, that a smaller plant, 
known as the Durant Mill, was operated in that city some twenty- 
five years previously, which produced hand made paper, and that 
mill in the early "30s of the eighteenth century installed a Four- 
drinier machine. William Russell & Son became connected with 
the paper making industry of Lawrence in 1856, buying out the 
Wilder mill, which had previously been built, and upon that site 
now stands the plant of the Champion-International Company, 
although the area now occupied covers quite an extended stretch 
of territory. 

Tue Russet. Paper Company. 

In 1862 the Russell Paper Company was incorporated, succeed- 
ing William Russell & Son.. For some three or four years after 
the Russell Paper Company passed into the control of the Inter- 
national Paper Company the production was sold to coating mills, 
about half of it going to the Champion Card and Paper Company 
at East Pepperell, Mass. 


Tue CHAMPION-INTERNATIONAL, 


Some six years ago, in 1902, the Champion-International Com- 
pany was organized, and purchased from the International Paper 
Company the Russell mill and also the plant of the Champion Card 
and Paper Company, since which time extensive improvements have 
been made and a large coating plant adjacent to the mill property 
in Lawrence erected. This cvating plant is a two story brick struc- 
ture, 150 feet wide and 500 feet long, up to date in all its equip- 
ments, having one single and nine double coating machines in op- 
eration. In its Pepperell plant the company has three single and 
six double coating machines. The company is coating about 75 
tons of paper per day, and is one of the leading cohcerns of its 
kind in New England, making its own sulphite and soda pulp and 
paper. G. Fred Russell is president and general manager of the 
company, P. A. Hammond treasurer, Charles T. Dole manager of 
the sales department, and W. T. Dole assistant general manager. 

Tue Merrimac Paper Company. 

The Merrimac Paper Company, which has been under the man- 
agement of Charles S. Mayo for some twenty-five years, has been 
very much improved during the past decade. The company erected 
a coating plant in 1890, and in 1903 was compelled to double its 


capacity, so that the building, which is a two story brick building, 
with basement, was enlarged, the company’s coating plant now 
being 90x300 feet. A 72 inch machine was taken out and a new 
Moore & White 112 inch machine installed, and the engine capacity 
increased, so that the company is now turning out about 25 tons 
of book paper and coating about 22 tons of it per day. 

Tue Monroe Fert anp Paper Company. 

The Monroe Felt and Paper Company, of this city, ten years ago 
was turning out a product of 11 tons a day of roofing, carpet 
lining and ingrain hanging papers, which production has since been 
increased to 20 tons a day. During the past ten years the mill 


’ plant has been much improved, two old paper machines having been 


replaced by two new ones. The wheel pit has been enlarged, the 
old wheel made over and a new Hercules wheel put in. New 
toundations were built, new beaters and new Jordan engines in- 
stalled. Two years ago new steam boilers were set and new 
storehouse and office quarters erected. 
NATIONAL Fipre Boarp Company. 
The National Fibre Board Company, which, when the combina- 
tion of leather board mills was perfected, bought the plant of 
Clegg & Fisher, has since expended some $10,000 in thoroughly 
renovating the plant, putting in a new wheel, new rotary bleach, 
and introducing other improvements to increase its capacity. 


Tue Otp Bacon Mitt DisMANTLED., 

Ten years ago the plant of the Bacon Paper Company was in 
cperation, but the company failed since then and the mill has been 
dismantled. 

From the foregoing review it will be noted that Lawrence is 
turning out at the present time quite a tonnage of paper and a 
production somewhat varied. 


J. H. Horne & Sons Company. 

As a builder of paper mill machinery the J. H. Horne & Sons 
Company is the pioneer of the industry in Lawrence, the elder 
Horne having established the business in a small way in 1871, 
although he first went to Lawrence in 1846 to work on the con- 
struction of the big dam across the Merrimac River. Twenty years 
ago the company removed its plant to its present location just 
opposite the South Lawrence passenger station of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, occupying a site of 5 acres, half of it being cov- 
ered with substantial buildings in which paper mill machinery 
of all kinds, from Fourdrinier and cylinder machines to Jordan 
engines and beaters, is built. September 19, 1904, J. H. Horne, 
the founder of the business, passed away, aged seventy-six years, 
Byron Horne being now the president and general manager of the 
company and his brother, John Horne, the treasurer. J. C. Mor- 
gan, well known in paper manufacturing circles, recently connected 
himself with the company. 


_Tue Emerson Manuracturtnc Company. 


The Emerson Manufacturing Company was the next paper ma- 
chinery building concern to establish itself in Lawrence, E. W. Bar- 
ton and Edwin Churchill starting the company in a small way in 
rented quarters in 1887. Business so increased that a year later the 
company built a larger shop, which was thought at the time would 
be roomy enough to take care of its business; but in 1892 another 
change became necessary. The company then bought a plot of 
land on Market street, South Lawrence, and erected its present ex- 
tensive shops, which have been kept running since as a result of 
the company’s steadily increasing business. Owing to the death of 


' E. W. Barton in 1899, to whose business ability and energetic ef-

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POWER BY FRICTION DRIVING. 


The Transmission of Power by Means of Paper Wheels Has 
Grown of Late—The Various Fibrous Materials Out of Which 
They Are Made, Together With a Comparison of Values. 


By W. F. M. Goss, Dean or THE CoLLeGeE oF ENGINEERING, UNI- 
VERSITY OF ILLINOIS. 
A friction drive consists of a fibrous or somewhat yielding driv- 


ing wheel working in rolling contact with a metallic driven wheel. 
Such a drive may consist of a pair of plain cylindered wheels 
mounted upon parallel shafts, or a pair of beveled wheels, or of 
any other arrangement which. will serve in the transmission of 
motion by rolling contact. The use of such drives has steadily 
increased in recent years, with the result that the so-called paper 
wheels have been improved in quality and a considerable number 
of new materials have been proposed for use in the construction of 
fibrous wheels. 

Choosing materials which have been used for such purposes, 
driving wheels of each of the following materials have been tested : 
Straw fibre, straw fibre with belt dressing, leather fibre, leather, 
leather-faced iron, sulphite fibre, tarred fibre. Each of the fibrous 
driving wheels was tested in combination with driven wheels of 
the following materials: Iron, aluminum, type metal. 

The straw-fibre wheels are worked out of blocks which are built 
up usually of square sheets of straw board laid one upon another 
with a suitable cementing material between them and compacted 
under heavy hydraulic pressure. In the finished wheel the sheets 
appear as disks, the edges of which form the face of the wheel. 
The material works well under a tool, but it is harder and heavier 
than most woods anf takes a good superficial polish. The wheel 
of straw fibre with belt dressing was similar to that of straw fibre, 
except that the individual sheets of straw board from which it was 
made had been treated, prior to their being converted into a block, 
with a “belt dressing,” the composition of which is unknown to the 
writer. 

The leather-fibre wheel was made up of cemented layers of board, 
as were those already described; but in this case the board, instead 
of being straw fibre, was composed of ground sole-leather cuttings, 
imported flax and a small percentage of wood pulp. The material 
is very dense and heavy. The leather wheel was composed of 
layers of disks of sole leather. The leather-faced iron wheel con- 
sisted of an iron wheel having a leather strip cemented to its face. 
After less than 300 revolutions the bond holding the leather face 
failed and the leather separated itself from the metal of the wheel. 
This wheel proved entirely incapable of transmitting power and no 
tests of it are recorded. 

The wheel of suphite fibre was made up of sheets of board com- 
posed of wood pulp. The sulphite board is said to have been made 
on a steam-drying continuous-process machine in the same way as 
is the straw board. 

The tarred fibre wheel was made up of board composed prin- 
cipally of tarred rope stock, imported French flax and a small 
percentage of ground sole-leather cuttings. 

From the experiments made it appears that those driving wheels 
which are the more dense work more efficiently with the iron fol- 
lower than with either the aluminum or type-metal followers; 
but in the case of the softer and less dense driving wheels, and 
especially in the case of those in which an oily substance is in- 
corporated, driven wheels of aluminum and type metal are superior 
to those of iron. Finely powdered metal which is given off from the 
surface of the softer metal wheels seems to account for this effect, 
and the character of the driving wheels is perhaps the only factor 
necessary to determine whether its presence will be beneficial or 
detrimental. Finally, with reference to the use of soft-metal 
driven wheels, it should be noted that no combination of such 





wheels with a fibrous driver appears to have given high frictional 
results. Except when used under very light pressures, the wear of 
the type metal was too rapid to make a wheel of its material 
serviceable in practice. 

In regard to the relative value of the different fibrous wheels 
when employed as drivers in a friction drive, the results show at 
once that the addition of belt dressing to the composition of a 
straw-fibre wheel is fatal to its frictional qualities. The highest 
trictional qualities are possessed by the sulphite-fibre wheel, which 
on the other hand is the weakest of all wheels tested. The leather 
fibre and tarred fibre are exceptionally strong; and the former 
possesses the frictional qualities of a superior order. The plain 
straw fibre, which in a conmercial sense is the most available of 
all materials dealt with, when worked upon an iron follower pos- 
sesses frictional qualities which are far superior to leather, and 
strength which is second only to the leather fibre and the tarred 
fibre. 

The results of these experiments do not furnish an absolute 
measure of the most satisfactory pressure of contact for service 
conditions. Other things being equal, the power transmitted will 
be ‘proportional to this pressure, and hence it is desirable that the 
value be made as high as practicable. On the other hand, it has 
been noted as one of the observations of the test that as higher 
pressures are used there appears to be a gradual yielding of the 
structure of the fibrous wheels; and it is reasonable to conclude 


’ that the life of a given wheel will in a large measure depend upon 


the pressure under which it is required to work. After careful 
study it has been determined to base an estimate of the power 
which may be transmitted upon a pressure of contact which is 20 
per cent, of the ultimate resistance of the material as established 
by the crushing tests already described. This basis gives the fol- 
lowing results : ;

The coefficient of friction for all wheels tested approaches its 
maximum value when the slip between driver and driven wheel 
amounts to 2 per cent., and, within narrow limits, its value is prac- 
tically independent of the pressure of contact. In view of these 
facts it is proposed to base a measure of the power which may be 
transmitted by such friction wheels as those tested upon the fric- 
tional qualities developed at a pressure of 150 pounds, per inch of 
width, when operating under a load causing 2 per cent. slip. For 
safe operation, however, deductions must be made from the ob- 
served values. Thus the results of the experiments disclose the 
power transmitted from wheel to wheel, while in the ordinary 
application of friction drives some power will be absorbed by the 
journals of the driven axle, so that the amount of power which can 
be taken from the driven shaft will be somewhat less than that 
transmitted to the wheel on said shaft. Again, under the condi- 
tions of the laboratory every precaution was taken to keep the 
surfaces in contact free of all foreign matter. It was, for example, 
observed that the accumulation of laboratory dust upon the sur- 
faces of the wheels had a temporary effect upon the frictional 
qualities of the wheels, and friction wheels in service are not likely 
to be as carefully protected as were those in the laboratory. In 
view of these facts, it has been thought proper to use as the basis 
from which to determine the amount of power which may be trans- 
mitted by such wheels as those tested, a coefficient of friction which 
shall be 60 per cent. of that developed under the conditions of the 
laboratory. This basis gives the results which appear in the table 
printed below. * ;

The Jefferson Power Company's plant at Dexter, N. Y., of which

owing to the making of changes in the water wheels and other 
repairs about the plant. The company has added to its business a 
finishing department, and will make a high grade of fibre paper, 
which will be finished in sheets and counter rolls, giving employ- 
ment to several more hands than before. On starting up the com- 
pany announced that none but first class and sober men would be 
employed and foreigners would not be hired. 


An Improvement on Wet Machines. 


Robert B. Wolf and Harry E. Tidmarsh, both of Sandy Hill, 
N. Y., have been granted United States Patent No, 878,849 for 
improvements to wet machine. 

The particular object in view is to provide an extremely simple 
and efficient means for preventing leakage of stock from the stock 
vat to the white-water receptacle along the sleeve or sleeves, with 
which the cylinder mold or screen is provided and through which 
the water, drawn through the cylinder mold or screen, passes to 
the white-water receptacle. In the accompanying drawing, which 
illustrates the application of the invention to the stock vat and 
cylinder mold of a wet machine, the single figure represents a 
longitudinal sectional view of the stock vat, showing the cylinder 
mold in elevation. 

In the particular embodiment of the invention illustrated in the 
drawing, a represents the stock vat of a standard wet machine, 
which is adapted to receive the ground wood pulp, sulphite pulp 
or paper pulp, admixed with large quantities of water and to de- 
liver the pulp, largely freed from water, to the “felt,” not shown, 
which runs in contact with the surface of the cylinder mold 8, 
and thence over the ordinary couch roll, as will be readily under- 
stood by those skilled in the art. It is desired to have the white- 
water, which passes through the wire cloth, with which the cylin- 
der mold is covered, free from pulp or paper fibres, as large quan- 
tities of it cannot be used again, and the fibres it holds in suspen- 
sion are in consequence lost. s 

In Letters Patent of the United States No. 838,167, granted 





under date of August 7, 1906, there is set forth a very effective 
way in which leakage from the stock vat to the white-water re- 
ceptacle or chamber may be prevented, the same consisting of an 
intermediate chamber located between the stock vat and the white- 
water chamber or receptacle which effectively traps any leakage 
or seepage, from either the stock vat or the white-water chamber 
and prevents any admixture of the materials contained in the vat 
and chamber. 

In the present invention the essential object in view is also 
to obviate this leakage, but without the necessity of providing an 
intermediate chamber between the stock vat and the white-water 
receptacle. To accomplish this result there is provided an an- 
nular flange or collar formed on the sleeve or sleeves of the 
cylinder mold, the same serving to prevent leakage from the stock 
vat following the sleeve further than the flange or collar, the 
leakage or seepage being thrown off or directed by the flange or 
collar into a suitable spout or receptacle located beneath the said 
annular flange. In order to reduce as much as possible this leak- 
age from the stock vat along the sleeve to the annular flange or 
collar, suitable packing means is provided between the end walls 
of the vat and the sleeves of the cylinder mold, through which the 
white-water is discharged from the interior of the cylinder mold 
to the white-water receptacle.

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CONDITIONS IN THE OTTAWA VALLEY. 


The Scarcity of Pulp Wood Is Being Felt—Anchor Ice Has 
Clogged the Chaudiere—Booth’s Sulphite Plant to Start June 
1—Water Low—Heavy Snow Interferes With Logging.

Orrawa, February 17, 1908.—The scarcity of pulp wood is felt 
considerably by the paper manufacturers of the Ottawa Valley, but 
the trouble is not much due to a dearth of supply in the forests. 
j. R. Booth, of Ottawa, and the E. B. Eddy Company, of Hull, 
have considerable spruce logs in the water and are taking out the 
usual quantity in the shanties. But in both cases large shipments 
by train are needed to keep the factories going. 

Anchor ice in the Chaudiere has begun to interfere with opera- 
tions in Booth’s pulp factory. The machinery was all idle for a 
week during the recent stormy weather, and now only six grind- 
ers out of the fourteen are operating. The factory, however, is able 
to run night and daw, and is grinding much more than this time 
last year, when low water made it necessary to close down the 
factory for eight hours each day. 

By the 1st of June J. R. Booth expects to have his new sulphite 
factory in Ottawa completed, and it will then be unnecessary for 
him to purchase sulphite at Sturgeon Falls, Hawkesbury and other 
Canadian points. The new factory will have a capacity of 75 tons 
a day, and will give employment to sixty or seventy men, The 
consumption of pulp wood in the Booth works will then be in- 
creased from 80 to 200 cords per day. 

The shortage in water power was the cause of throwing idle 
one of the three machfnes in Booth’s pulp mill this week, but it is 
expected to start in a few days. 

The advocacy of a royal commission to look into the pulp wood 
question is advocated strongly in this locality. The Ottawa Free 
Press, which supports the Government, recommends W. H. Row- 
ley, of the E, B. Eddy Company, as a good commissioner for the 
work, and pleads for representation of the Ottawa district should 
«a commission be appointed. 

The heavy snows of the past week have made shanty operations 
difficult, but in the month that is left the men taking out spruce 
and pine expect to finish their operations. J. R. Booth has about 
half the hauling done. The coming season is relied upon to be 
suitable for the drive, unless the water escapes before the ice 
leaves the streams and lakes as last year. The snow fall up to 
date is 87% inches, compared with 44 inches for the same period 
last winter, G. 


POWER TRANSMISSION BY FRICTION DRIVE. 


(Continued from page 46.) 
Having now determined a safe working pressure of contact and 
a representative value for the coefficient of friction, it is possible 


to formulate equations expressing the horse power which may be 


transmitted by each combination of wheels tested. Thus, calling 
d the diameter of the friction wheel in inches, W the width of its 
face in inches, and N the number of revolutions per minute, the 
equations are as given in the accompanying table. 

A fibrous driving wheel, acting upon the face of a metal disk, 
constitutes a form of friction gear which is serviceable for a variety 


of purposes. If the driver is so mounted that it may be moved 
across the face of the disk, the velocity ratio may be varied and the 
direction of the disk’s motion may be reversed. The contact is not 
one of pure rolling. If the driver is cylindrical in form, the action 
along its line of contact with the disk is attended by slip, the 
2mount of which changes for every different point along the line. 
The recognition of this fact is essential to a discussion of the 
power transmitting capacity of the device. 

Experiments involving the spur form of friction wheels already 


described have shown that slip greatly affects the coefficient of 
friction; that the coefficient approaches its maximum value when 
the slip reaches 2 per cent. and that when the slip exceeds 3 per 
cent. the coefficient diminishes. It is known that reductions in 
the value of the coefficient with increments of slip beyond 3 per 
cent. are at first gradual, although the characteristics of the test- 
ing machine haye not permitted a definition of this relation for 
slip greater than 4 per cent. The experiments, however, fully 
justify the statement that for maximum results the slippage should 
not be less than 2 per cent. nor more than 4 per cent. It is the 
maximum limit with which we are concerned. 

From the discussion of the previous paragraph, it should be evi- 
dent that, for best results, the width of face of the friction driver

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and the distance between the driver and the centre of disk should 
always be such that the variations in the velocity of the particles 
of the disk having contact with the driver will not exceed 4 per 
cent. A convenient rule, which, if followed, will secure this condi- 
tion, is to make the minimum distance between the driver and the 
centre of the driven disk twelve times the width of the face of 


the driver. For example, a driver having a quarter inch width of 
face should be run at a distance of 3 inches or more from the 
centre of the disk, 

It may not infrequently happen that friction wheels must be run 
nearer the centre of the disk than the distance specified; there is, 
of course, no objection to such practice, but it should not be for- 
gotten that as the centre of the disk is approached the coefficient 
of friction, and consequently the capacity to transmit power, di- 
minishes. Whatever may be the form of the transmission, the 
fibrous wheel must always be the driver. Neglect of this rule is 
likely to result in failure which will appear in the unequal wear 
of the softer wheel, occasioned by slippage. The. rolling surfaces 


of the wheel should be kept clean. Ordinarily they should not be 
permitted to collect grease or oil, nor be exposed to excessive 


moisture. Where this cannot be prevented, a factor of safety 
should be provided by making the wheels larger than normal for 
the power to be transmitted. 

Since the power transmitted is directly proportional to the pres- 


sure of contact, it is a matter of prime importance that the mechan- 
ical means employed in maintaining the contact be as nearly as pos- 


sible inflexible. For example, arrangements of friction wheels which 
involve the maintenance of contact through the direct action of a 
spring have been found unsatisfactory, since any defect in the 


form of either wheel introduces vibrations which tend to impair 
the value of the arrangement. It is recommended that springs be 
avoided and that contact be secured through mechanism which is 
rigid and which when once adjusted shall be incapable of bringing 
about any release of the pressure to which it is set.

Changes in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, February 17, 1908.—Changes of a decade are nec- 
essarily material, and in summing up the situation in this valley 
it can be said that the metamorphosis has been remarkable. The 
staid old paper trade has remajned much as of yore, with the ex- 
ception that greater push, greater energy, greater expansion and 
greater aggressiveness have characterized the onward march of 
progress, until today the fair valley of the Miami stands unsur- 
passed as one of the world’s greatest paper producing sections. 

Right in Dayton the changes have not been so vast as to occa- 
sion unusual comment.- Where a few years ago stood the pioneer 
industry of the city there is today a complete Government en- 
velope plant. The removal of the Mead Paper Company's mills 
to Chillicothe, Ohio, where were located the pulp plant and other 
mills, has been one of the notable changes of the valley. 

While there have been entirely no new paper mills built in the 
valley during the past ten years, there have been a couple of large 
additions, etc. For instance, the Champion Coated Paper Company 
at Hamilton has twice more than duplicated its original plant in 
that length of time. Then at West Carrollton, where the pioneer 
of the valley, Mr. Friend, established a mill years ago, there has 
been a great transformation. The mill is now modern in every 
detail, and is listed as a $2,000,000 property. © 

Substantial additions have been made to the Lewis Knerr Paper 


mills at Harshmanville. The old L. P. Levis mill on Monument 
avenue ‘has also been overhauled since the death of its proprietor 
some years ago, the Snider Brothers taking the plant. 

The Philip Carey Manufacturing Company, which controls a tar 
roofing plant in Lockland, made notable progress during the decade. 
The Franklin Board and Paper Company's plant was one of the 
new enterprises of this period, and has flourished since its estab- 
lishment. Another Franklin industry of recent installation is the 
Vulcanite Roofing Company. 

The A2tna Paper Mills, located in Dayton, have also been greatly 
enlarged during the past several years. In 1906 the Paul A. Sorg 
Paper Company, at Middletown, put into operation ‘a new machine 
in its modern mill, 

The Oglesby Paper Company, at Middletown, in 1905-6 completed 
a splendid new mill. The buildings cover about 8 acres of ground, 
and no expense was spared in making it one of the up to date 
plants of the valley. 

In 1905-6 the Beckett Paper Company, at Hamilton, made the 
most important paper mill improvement in that busy industrial 
centre. 

Within the ten years’ period the American Writing Paper Com- 
pany entered the field and acquired a couple of the Harding Paper 
Company's mills at Franklin. M. V. 


One Machine Produces Order for Another. 


The Ryther & Pringle Company, maker of wood room equip- 
ments, Carthage, N. Y., has just received by cable an order from 
the Stara Kopparsberg Bergslags Aktiebolag, Falun, Sweden, for 
one of its multiple saw slashers. This particular machine is 
equipped with four 52 inch circular saws, and is designed to cut 
logs 10 feet in length into five 24 inch blocks; it has a capacity of 
1,000 10 foot logs per hour. The company shipped a similar 
machine to Finland about a year ago, which proved so satisfac- 
tory that the order just referred to followed, besides many other 
inquiries. At the present time the company is also building the 
same kind of a machine, carrying five 60 inch saws for the new 
wood preparing plant of the St. Regis Paper Company at Car- 
thage, N. Y. °

Big Ohio Printing Concerns in Receivers’ Hands.

Prentiss have been appointed receivers for the Laning Company, 
printers, Norwalk, one of the largest concerns in the country. The 
appointment was made upon the application of A. M. Beattle, a 
large creditor and one of the heaviest stockholders. The liabili- 
ties are estimated at $150,000 and the assets are, it is declared, 
$500,000 in excess of the liabilities. The stringency in the money 
market is said to have contributed to the receivership. 

In order to protect itself, Howard Barney was, on the next day, 
appointed receiver of the Robert Clarke Company, of Cincinnati, 
this firm, as stated in Tue Parer Trape JourNAL a long time ago, 
having been absorbed by the Laning Company, of Norwalk, when 
the Clarke Company was involved in litigation. It was feared 
that the appointment of a receiver for the Norwalk concern would 
have an adverse effect on the Robert Clarke Company, the fact 
being generally known that the former owned the latter, which 
retained its old name because of its established trade. The Robert 
Clarke Company has assets of $130,000 and liabilities of only

PAPER.—Continued improvement in business is the aianal of 
the many reports from the various paper trade centres during the 
week. The general movement on all grades of paper averaged 
somewhat larger in volume, particularly at distributing points out- 
side of New York. In commercial lines trade shows further 
expansion, and this should give added activity to the paper busi- 
ness. Consumers while operating on a small basis in making their 
purchases of supplies "re nevertheless repeating their orders with 
greater frequency, which indicates larger buying in the near future. 
Orders from small dealers are also increasing. The jobbers ex- 
pect trade to improve gradually rather than revive with any great 
rush, and most of them take a cheerful view regarding future 
market conditions. The reduction of regular stocks is being pushed 
by dealers generally, and some have readjusted values on certain 
lines temporarily. Certain jobbing interests in the East carrying 
book paper are said to be making a slight reduction in price. The 
manufacturers found orders a little more plentiful, although of 
small volume. As for running time, most of the mills are still 
‘operating below their full capacity. Manila and Fibre papers are 
moving more actively. Several of the large manufacturers of 
Coated paper have reduced prices a quarter of a cent. Bonds, 
Ledgers and Writings are going fairly well. Book paper shows 
4 slow movement. On Tisue »paper business is pretty light. Box 
Boards are improving a little. News paper is not quite as active 
as a few weeks ago. On all grades of paper prices display no 
signs of weakness. We quote:

WOOD PULP.—The pulp mills at many points have found 
difficulty in running, owing to the swollen condition of the streams 
ciue to freshets. Conditions, however, are favorable for logging 
operations. The fact that many of the paper mills are only on 
part time has reduced contract deliveries somewhat, thus giving 


the Domestic market a slightly easier tone. The adverse condi- 
tions under which the mills have been operating of late have not 
allowed of any increase in the available supply. Prices run from 
about $16 to $19 per ton at point of manufacture. 

WOOD FIBRES.—Aside from contract shipments business in 
Foreign Sulphites is not very active. With many paper mills on 
part time the movement on regular contracts shows a falling off. 
Deliveries in some instances have been held up on the other side, 
while some lots has been placed in storage here. This is only a 
temporary arrangement. According to Government statistics im- 
ports fell off several thousand tons in December, and the figures 
for January are expected to show a further decrease. Quotations 
have undergone no change. Business is pretty quiet in the Do- 
mestic sulphite market, and many plants are affected by the cur- 
tailed demand. Contract deliveries continue of reduced volume. 
The Domestic manufacturers have suffered severely by the foreign 
competition, and plans for meeting it are said to be under advise- 
ment. Prices remain firm. We quote:

Powdered is offered at 
2544@3c. point of delivery. 

SAL SODA.—There has been some enlargement in contract 
shipments. There is also a moderate inquiry for spot lots. Prices 
remain firm on the basis of 60c. and up, f. 0. b. Supplies of con- 
centrated are available at 13¢c. and up. 

ALUM (Sulphate of Alumina).—Business in this market con- 
tinues quiet. The movement on regular contracts has constituted 
the principal activity during the week. Supplies for paper makers’ 
use are held at $1@1.75 per 100 pounds. 

BRIMSTONE.—No new changes have taken place in this mar- 
ket, and business is quiet, with most of the activity confined to 
outstanding contracts. Quotations remain unchanged at $22@22.50, 
according to point of delivery. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—A satisfactory amount of business is 
being done by jobbing interests. Buying is not heavy, and the 
demand for prompt delivery remains slow. Sales are made on the 
basis of 4@6%%Kc. 


The Great Northern to Raise Hogs. 


Bancor, Me., February 18, 1908.—Hog raising on an extensive 
scale as a side issue to the manufacture of paper is the experiment 
which the Great Northern Paper Company is going to try on its 
hundreds of acres of land throughout the State. An order for 100 
shoats has already been given. Delivery will be made as soon as 
the ground is cleared of snow. The first consignment of hogs will 
be turned loose on an island in a northern Maine lake, and the 
animals will be allowed to run wild, feeding on the roots, herbs 
and other vegetation which grows in the forest land. The pro- 
spective industry was first suggested by Garrett Schenck, president 
of the Great Northern Paper Company, who after eating ham and 
bacon from a hog which had been raised in the Maine woods and 
served at a banquet in Boston, declared it to be the best he had 
ever eaten in the pork line. 


Conditions on the Fox and Wisconsin Rivers. 
(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., February 17, 1908.—Last week was one of warm 
weather in Wisconsin, and around the paper mill districts most of 
the deep body of snow deposited the previous week disappeared. 
It is probable that in the woods further to the north the melting 
of the snow was not as rapid. On the Fox River the manufac- 
turers are still being permitted to use the full flow of the river, 
and the late warm weather will tend to make water power more 
assured. On the Wisconsin River up to this time the water has 
been extremely low, but it is probable that the warm weather will 
have a decided effect there in improving the water power. On 
the Wisconsin, while pulp wood has been coming in very rapidly, 
the low stage of water has prevented much grinding, and the 
mills there have had to depend very largely upon outside sources 
for pulp. While there has been ground wood to be had, the price 
has been very high, amounting, it is said, to somewhere around 
$1.40 per hundred at the mills. This is about the highest price 
that has ever been regularly paid for ground wood in this dis- 
trict. The mills 6n the Wisconsin River, most of which make 
print paper, are actively employed at present; in fact there is 
demand there for more labor than is available.
